Willingboro 


It’s official — as far as the 
town fathers are concerned 
Levittown, N.J., is now Willing­ 
boro Township. 
Town Council, at its meeting 
last night, changed the com­ 
munity’s name back to what it 
was before William J. Levitt 
began building 
homes 
in 
his 
third Levittown development. 
On Nov. 5, the citizenry chang­ 
ed the name from Levittown to 
Willingboro at the polls by a 
vote of 3,093 to 2,989. The com­ 
munity had been Willingboro for 
227 years until a referendum in 
1959 changed the name to Levit­ 
town. 
Now ifs official back again 
to Willingboro Township, N.J., 
leaving only two Levittown in 
Pennsylvania and Long Island. 
But there are still some peo­ 
ple who aren’t accepting it as 
such. These include the Levit­ 
town Post Office; the Levittown 
Plaza, the community’s shop­ 
ping center; the Levittown Fire 
Department and the Levittown 
Rescue Squad. 
They 
all 
say 
they’re going to continue to be 
Levittown. 


Newtown Borough 
has 
pro­ 
posed to extend its sewer lines 
if necessary if a school build­ 
ing is constructed on the Bauble 
site on Route 413 in upper Mid­ 
dletown Township. 


The proposal 
was 
revealed 
when a letter from Middletown 
School Board Solicitor Sidney 
Yates was read at a meeting 
of the board last night. 


Yates is 
also 
solicitor 
for 
Newtown Borough. 


According to the letter, New­ 
town Borough proposes to ex­ 
tend the sewer lines at Mid­ 
dletown’s expense if no other 
means of sewers is available. 
The letter, describing the 40-
